He alleges further that the 
Deiner-Wcls company' bad ample per- 
sonal property bubject to attachment 
and that its properly in Its place of 
business was sufliclent to more than 
satisfy the company's claim. 

He alleges further that a suit ask- 
ing damages In the amount of |3,onn 
has been brouslit in tbe circuit court 
of .Masou county. Kentucky, against 
Armour & Company and demands that 
the packing company be required to 
turn over to the bankruptcy court tlic 
property It selxed.

He remarka that wc haven't taken a large number of men from 
SnduHtry, us numbers are reckoned in America. Great Britain, witli 
less than lialf our i>(>piilation. took 'i ,000,000 for her army and li lt tin- 
iai)or supply 25 pi>r cent short, thereby making o big readjuatiueiit 
neceisary. Rut we, with our niilHon and a half of men transferred 
to military m-rvicf in the lirst ymr ol' liic war, liavc only taken H 
per cent of the coiiiitry's workerH. Aud that is ieaa than the nuni- 
Scr iini'iiiployed under ordinary conditions. 

Conditions, to be sure, arc not ordinary at preaent. InduNtry 
demanda more nii'ii than usual. rn(|iu'8tionaltly the total nuniher 
of workt-rs in Anu i ica eoulii be productively employed if they were 
all availai)le. Mut the point Ih, we're not in anywhere near such bad 
(jhnpe, rfKardinn the labor sui)ply, aa we imagined. 

Tlie trouble, auya Secretary Wilson, is not so much a Rhortage 
as a lack of adjustment. We can get along all ritjlit if we simply 
ili'^triliutf our workers better among the various industries. In Rome 
branches, the building trades for example, there is a surplus of bi. 
bor. 

Under a i)roped sy.stem those akilled workmen would not be left 
idle. They would be aasigned to appropriate war work in their own 
communities, or transferred temporarily to other communities where 

their services are needed. 

' There is much for the federal, state and nnmicipul governments 
to do along this line, in co-operation with the labor unions. 

LIVES AND DAYLIOHT 



Tile national <lay-li|,'lit project hiis usually been considered in its 
aspects of saving artificial light and getting more fun out of life 
Here comes an array of health workers who agree that savinsr day- 
light will be the means of saving lives. 

Says Dr. Charles F. lioldwin, director of the bureau of public 
health education of the New York City health department: "One of 
the cardinal principles this bureau has always laid down is the 
necessity of getting plenty of sunlight, fresh air and exercise in order 
to keep well. The eflfeet of getting another hour of daylight would 
have a nmrked etfect upon the health of the nation. Sunlight kills 
germs. The plan would be of great benefit to those auffering from 
tuberculosis." 

Miss Helen Varick Hoswell, president of the Wonuin's Koruia, 
says that the efficiency of the woman in industry will be greatly in- 
creased by daylight saving. She mentions the fact that at 4 in the 
moniing and 4 in the afternoon one's vitality is lowest. "The tinu 
to quit work will come just when that 'gone' feeling is strongest, 
and there will not be an hour of excessive mental and physical fa- 
tigue to drag through." 

The National Civil Service lleform League tried the lionr-i'iirliei 
schedule for two sumnu'rs, and the vote of the office force was unani- 
mously in favor of continuing the schedule. The Life Extension Insti 
tute has also tried the plan aiiioqg seventy-five employees with ex 
cellenl results. 

That sunlight is the best of cures for many ailments is universal- 
ly known.
